Confidential Sources adivsed it was announced at a 
meeting of Klavern #1, U. S. Klans, Knighst of tbe Ku Klux Klan, 
Inc., at Chattanooga, Tennessee, on September 17, 1957, that 
some former leaders of Klavern #1 gnd their close associates 
bad b^en banished from U. S. Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
Inc. , during the preceding week. 


Sources advised those individuals who were banished 
formed a new klan organization known as Dixie Klans, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. , (DK, KKKK, Inc.), with headquarters 
ip Masonic Hall, 2523 Glass Street, East Chattanooga, Tennessee. 

A general welfare charter was secured from the State of Tennessee 
on October 21, 1957, which charter lists some of the purposes 
of the organization as freedom of speech and association, 
rejection of forced integration, preservation of the Consti- 
tutions oi the United States and of Tennessee, and preserva- 
tion of the sovereignty of each state. 


In July, 1965, sources stated that the DK, KKKK, Inc., 
has one active klavern in Tennessee and one active klavern in 
Georgia, He stated there are no other klaverns of this organi- 
zation ip any other states although attempts have been made in 
the past to organize klaverns in other states. 


A Confidential Source advised during the Fall of 
1960 that a ^'den" of Klavern #1, DK, KKKK, Inc., Chattanooga,

Sources have reported as late as July, 1965, that for 

the past three and one-half years or more , none of the DK. 

KKKK, Inc. , members or leaders, including | 
have discussed any acts of violence. In fact, during this 
period 1962-1963, Negroes have demonstrated at Chattanooga, 
Tennessee, seeking integration of public and municipal 
facilities. In addition to these demonstrations, some of 
the public schools, Chattanooga, Tennessee, and Hamilton County, 
Tennessee, were integrated during the Fall of 1962 and the Fall 
of 1963. A majority of the schools through the sixth grade 
have now been integrated and the remaining are being integrated 
according to Federal Court Order. Du ring these demonstra tions 
and the integration of these schools, I l and 

other DK, KKKK, Inc. , leaders at closed meetings of this 
organization, and on an individual basis, have instructed 
members of this organization to stay away from areas of demonstra- 
tions by Negroes and schools where Integration was occurring, 
not to participate in any demonstrations or atteiq)t to interfere 
with any Negro demonstrations, violence or advocate any acts of 
violence or become engaged in any arguments over above matters. 

From October, 1960, to July, 1965, no acts of 
violence have occurred at Chattanooga and vicinity. During 
this period, DK, KKKK, Inc., has continued to operate as an 
active organization and during the same period all municipal 
facilities, Chattanooga, have been integrated, the majority 
of public facilities, including theatres, restaurants, motels, 
hotels, and other facilities have been integrated, plus integration 
of schools beginning in the Fall of 1962 to present and continuing 
on court -approved plan. All have been accepted peacefully with 
no demonstrations or acts of violence or discussion of acts 
of violence by DK, KKKK, Inc. , members.

National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., also 
known as Association of Klans in America, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan, sponsored a 100th Anniversary Celebration of 
the founding of the Ku Klux Klan in a cow pasture owned by 
James R. Venable at Stone Mountain, Georgia, on the evening, 
of September 4, 1965. There were approximately 1,000 people 
present at this celebration and a large cross, about forty 
feet tall, was burned. During the burning of the cross, 
approximately 200 robed Klansmen and Klanswomen marched 
around the cross while the public address system played the 
song, ’’Let the Lower Lights Be Burning." It was announced 
that representatives from fourteen states were present at 
the celebration. Some of the state represented were Missouri, 
Ohio, Kentucky, Alabama, Tennessee, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Louisiana, Texas, Florida and Georgia. 

The main speaker and master of ceremonies was 
James R. Venable, Chairman of National Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan, Inc. Venable stated that despite efforts by 
President Lyndon B. Johnson, to destroy the Klan, that the 
Klan would survive, grow and again become a power in 
American politics. He said the Klan was present yesterday.

today and would be here tomorrow. He attacked President Johnson’s 
"Great Society", and said that the President’s program will 
lead to Socialism and eventually to Communism. He talked about 
the Immigration Bill presently before Congress and said this 
bill, if passed by Congress, would open the door for the 
immigration of millions of Russians, Chinese, Negroes and 
other Asiatics. Venable said that the Klan will go underground 
if necessary to do so in order to continue operations. 

The next speaker was I I who 

read a long history of the Klan. He also talked about 
racial demonstrations in the South and racial riots in Los 
Angeles, California. He said these demonstrations and riots 
were Communist Inspired and had been encouraged by the atti- 
tude of the present administration. ^ 

Another speaker was Dr. Lewia/i'owler , an 85-year- 
old man, who claimed that he assisted Colonel William Joseph 
Simmons in the rebirth of the Klan in 1915. Dr. Fowler said 
that he made the first speech atop Stone Mountain at the time 
of the first Klan rally there in 1916. 




Applications for membership in the Klan were 
passed out and a few persons were observed to fill out the 
applications and turn them In.

An article appearing in The Dally Herald, Columbia, 
Tennessee, dated September 7, 1965, reTTect’8“TKaF" James R. 

Venable, Imperial Wizard of the National Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan (KKK), said at a meeting of the Klan at Stone Mountain, 
Georgia, recently, "It was In Pulaski on the eve of the birth 
of Christ that the Ku Klux Klan was born on Dec. 24, 1863." 

Venable further said that he was passing the word among members 
of the Klan to meet in Pulaski so that the nation would know 
where "this great organization was founded. We mean to march 
through Pulaski in a great pilgrimage to commemorate the founding 
of the Ku Klux Klan." 

The article further reflects that Mayor Stacey Garner 
said that the KKK had not contacted him about a pilgrimage to 
Pulaski that the Klan is planning in order to celebrate the 
founding of the order. The article further reflects that Mayor 
Garner said, "Naturally we would prefer that they didn't have it; 
but If they do, 1 guess we'll let them." He further said that If 
the Klan planned to have a march, the organization would have to 
get permission from the city and that if it were a peaceful thing 
they were planning, the city would give them an escort. 

On September 8, 1965, Mayor Stacey A. Garner, Pulaski, 
Tennessee, advised that on Sunday, September 3, 1965, in the 
evening some woman called him to advise that she had heard on 
television Channel 5, WLAC, Nashville, Tennessee, in the 10:00 p.m.

Most of the above-mentioned UFKKK members were said 
to have been among the robed klansmen and klanswomen who 
marched during the affair,

Sources said there were several speakers at the 
rally; however, the Aprincipal speaker and master of cere- 
monies was JAMES Rvj|vENABLE, chairman of the National Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc.

VENABUB and the other speakers touched on the 
history, purposes and principles of the klan, according to 
sources, and condemned the "Jews", "niggers" and communists 
as enemies of the white man and of free America. President 
LYNDON B. JOHNSON, Vice-President HUBERT HUMPHREY and FBI 
Director JOHN EDGAR HOOVER, along with officials of the State 
Department, were criticized for their stand on civil rights’ 
issues, and klansmen were told that they should work to have 
such persons removed from office. The klan’s views on foreign 
affairs, immigration matters and other national issues were 
also mentioned, according to sources. 

New klan members were recruited and some were 
observed to execute applications for membership. 

Florida klansmen were generally disappointed with 
the speeches and with attendance at the rally. Sources said 
many people left before the speeches were concluded and one 
spectator was heard to remark that the speakers were no more 
enlightening than articles appearing in the newspapers 
every day . 

Sources neither heard of nor observed any incidents 
of violence at the celebration, although it was said that 
many of the Florida klansmen carried guns in their cars 
and under their robes.

People started leaving the rally shortly after it 
started but there were still about 200 peopie present at 11:30 PM, 
and the rally was still going on. 

Signs on the road leading to the site of the rally 
proclaimed this was the 100th anniversary of the birth of the 
Klan. 

A collection was taken up at the rally and the 
money was kept by James R. Venable. Venable said the collection 
amounted to only about $50 and that would take care of expense 
of the breakfast on Sunday morning for the delegates and guesi:s 
at the national meeting. 

The national meeting of the National Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan was held in the Carl Garmon Building, Tucker,

There was no audible ob- 
jection to this plan in the meeting and if objections there 
were going to be, this was the proper place to bring them in, 
in fact the only place. You can perhaps begin to understand 
my complete surprise at the statement by Klansman Venable to 
Klansman Harris that no one had the authority to appoint anyone 
in Ohio and besides the appointments were premature. 

"Now a word to clarify the status of the KNIGHTS of the KU KLUX 
KLAN and The NATIONAL KNIGHTS of the KU KLUX KLAN INC. They 
being two different and distinct organizations. The NATIONAL 
KNIGHTS of the KU KLUX KLAN INC has an Imperial Wizard namely 
James R. Venable. The KNIGHTS of the KU KLUX KIAN which you

and I and every Klansman in the State of Ohio belong to is 
governed by an Imperial Kloncilliam who have elected an 
Emperor and .delegated to him certain powers ordinarily 
exercised by the Imperial Wizard. The Emperor of the KNIGHTS 
of the KU KLUX KLAN happens to be me at the present time. 

The Imperial Wizard of The NATIONAL KNIGHTS of the KU KLUX 
KLAN has no more authority over our KLAN than does the Imperial 
Wizard of the United Klans or any other Klan group or 
visa versa. Klansman Venable being a member of the Imperial 
Kloncilliam of the KNIGHTS of the KU KLUX KLAN has as much 
authority as any other member and no more. His authority in 
the NATIONAL KNIGHTS of the KU KLUX KLAN is absolute. Any 
time the Imperial Kloncilliam wishes to elect an Imperial 
Wizard or delete my delegated authority in anyway as a matter 
of course they are free to do so. In the meantime I fully 
intend to exercise the authority vested in me by the Imperial 
Kloncilliam without fear and without favor when necessary. I 
will state further that I fully Intend to live and act ac- 
cording to the constitution of the Order as its Supreme Law. 

Any other* course invites disrespect for authority and anarchy 
would follow. I will do this with the full knowledgethat I 
am no more Immune from its provisions than is its newest member, 

"l hope that this will clear up for good the existing confusion 
and that all Klansmen who are willing to live by its provisions 
and constitutional requirements will forget their petty and 
childish differences, divest themselves of the troublemakers 
in their midst and move forward in a solid phalanax of strength 
to face a common foe. I understand that Harris, Stephens and 
Annabelle will meet in Columbus this Sunday to further formulate 
plans for our progress. I personally urge you to meet with 
them and to remain a vital part of the team. 

"In conclusion realizing fully my own capacity for human error 
and wishing to avoid as much damage to the KLAN as possible, 
all appointments will be on a temporary basis so that if a 
mistake is made it can be quickly remedied.

Sheriff Stuart advised that on September 19 , 1965, 
the NKKKK continued its activities at the Reusch farm which 
Included two separate initiations for new members which were 
held in secret sessions in one of the farm buildings on the 
Reusch property.

revolution. The final issue which ultimately forced the split was 
the minority’s opposition to the SWP regroupment policy which 
Involved cooperation with the Communist Party (CP) periphery - 
individuals characterized by the minority as petty-bourgeois. 


The minority program, according to the source, advocates 
unconditional defense of the Soviet Union and has as its goal the 
building of a revolutionary party with a complete proletarian 
orientation for the purpose of overthrowing capitalism in the United 
States and throughout the world.

An article in the September 27.9 19^5 issue of the 
Cincinnati Enq-airer reported that the scuffle between Schaffer, 
Green and Hanna oeeurred when Schaffer was near the cross which 
was to be burned, and he was told to "Move back and shut up". 

He refused and several Klansnen and spectators began Jeering 
him and calling him names, including "nigger lover". One 
individual, not identified, told Schaffer "Shut up or I’m going 
to threw you off this property personally" . Schaffer began 
to protest the threats and was then hit in the stomach and face. 
Unsuccessful attempts v«’ere made to break his camera. At this 
point, police moved in and stopped the fighting. Schaffer 
rejjorted that he had suffered an abrasion by his right eye 
and other bruises . 


This article further reported that both Hanna and 
Green had protested their innocence when arrested, but gave 
no trouble. Green told authorities that he had rented the 
grounds for the rally, and officers said they also learned 
Green served as a security guard for the affair.

Chief of Police CHARLES B. SPERBER, Strongsville 
Police Department, Strongsville, Ohio, on August 17> 1965> 
informed that the NKKKK plans to hold a rally on Saturday, 
August 21, 1965 # at Strongsville, Ohio. The site of the 
rally is a vacant l4-acre tract of land which is situated 
on Whitney Road and a few hundred feet east of Pearl Road 
(U.S. Highway 42). The tract of land has a frontage of 790 
feet on Whitney Road and can he readily located, inasmuch 
as it abuts the Howard Johnson Restaurant and Motel which 
is located on the southeast corner of Whitney Road and U.S.

Chief SPERBER also noted that he has learned of 
an unconfirmed rumor that 2,000 Negroes from the Ford 
Motor Company, Brookpark, Ohio, will picket the rally. 

The Ford Motor Company was contacted, at which time it was 
learned that the Ford Motor Con^any employs approximately 
8,000 Negroes at their Brookpark plant; however, a Ford 
Company official doubted that any of these Negroes would 
picket the NKKKK Rally, Inasmuch as they are working seven 
days a week; work a considerable amount of overtime each 
day; and are very well off financially to participate in 
any such activity. This Ford Company official also' noted 
that in the event there was such a plan, this would have 
to come to the attention of the management through their 
company "sources".

Chief SPERBER advised that his entire department 
is alerted and that the area of the rally vflll be heavily 
patrolled to exclude the possibility of any Violence. He 
noted that the 01:^lo State Highway Patrol has been alerted, 
and they will hav’e "up to 100 men" on standby for immediate 
movement into the area, should there be any sign of violence. 

Chief SPERBER concluded that there was strong local 
opposition to the proposed NKKKK meeting and that legal 
action is presently contemplated by the Howard Johnson 
Restaurant Corporation to prevent the occurrence of this 
meeting.

Twelve checkpoints w^re Jointly set up by the Medina 
County Sheriff's Office, and thd Ohio State Highway Patrol at 
all access points leading into the meeting area. At these 
points, all cars entering the Area were physically searched 
for weapons, as well as a screening of occupants to exclude 
the possibility of admitting Individuals who could be a cause 
of possible trouble. During the course of the two^day affair, 
some 25 weapons were confiscated. These weapons included 
revolvers, rifles, shotguns, baseball bats, knives, and a 
tear gas bomb. Approximately 300 law enforcement officers 
were on hand at the scene of the rally site and checkpoints 
during the two-day period. 
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A Law Enforcement Command Post was set up on a 
farm on U, S, Highway 42 across from the NKKKK rally site, 
and arrangements were made to reinforce law enforeemtent 
officers present In case of the eruption of a riot. 


During the course of the day,| | Ohio 

Organizer of the NKKKK, took strong objection to the 
utilization of the checkpoints by the law enforcement 
agencies and was vehement that there was no rm^d—e^pr such 

a procedure. However, It was pointed out to | |that at 

that point a carbine and ammunition had already been 
confiscated as a result of the checkpoints. 


A vacant cemen1| | 

property was utilized as headquarters for the NKKKK Rally, 
and above this structure flew a Confederate flag and a flag 
of the United States. This cement block structure was also 
set up to handle registrations for membership Into the NKKKK. 
A wooden platform complete with a public address system was 
erected for speeches. 


During the morning and afternoon registration on 
August 21, 1965^ there was no more than 50 or 60 Individuals 
at the NKKKK site at any one time, and the peak crowd at the 
«lght festivities Is estimated at 500 people, although NKKKK 
officials estimated the crowd at between 3*000 and 5,000. 
NKKKK officials would reveal no information as to the number 
of individuals who registered for NKKKK membership. 


At about 8s 00 PM, August 21, 1965, a group of about 
25 pickets In five ears appeared In the vicinity of the NKKKK 
rally site. They identified themselves as the "Ohio Friends 
of MAE MALLORY Committee" and carried signs which read "The 
KKK Preaches a Super Race — As Hitler Did", "Klansmen^e 
American Nazis" and "I'm a Catholic, Can I Join?" These 
pickets assembled on the west side of U. S. Highway 42 
opposite to the NKKKK rally site and were composed of both 
males and females of the white and Negro races who appeared 
to be college students of college age. Although both groups, 
the plcketers and those at the NKKKK Bally, shouted Insulting 
remarks at one another, there was no violence. 


Pickets, as well as those in attendance at the NKKKK 
Rally, were kept on opposite sides of U. S. Highway 42 by law 
enforcement officers.

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During the evening hours on August 21, 1965> 

JAMES R. VENABLE, National Chairman of the NKKKK, gave a 
short speech in which he advised that the Klan feels there 
is a place for the colored man in the United States hut that 
God did not mean that the colored should be Integrated with 
the white man. He advised that all white Christians were 
invited to Join the NKKKK with the exception of those white 
people who owe their allegiance to powers in foreign lands, 
such as Catholics and Jews. He noted that recent riots in 
Los Angeles, California, have added thousands of new Klan 
members to their rolls. He also noted that he was satisfied 
with the present rally, although he was disappointed by the 
roadblocks put up by the law enforcement agencies. He 
announced that the site would be opened on Sunday, August 22, 
1965 # for the sole purpose of registering new members into 
the NKKKK. 

I of the NKKKK, 

also gave a short speech which was substantially the same 
as VENABLE'S, and further noted "the police are making the 
area a police state" and have turned away people who wanted 
to come to the rally. 

Following the speeches, a 25 foot cross was burned 
at 9:30 PM, signifying the close of the meeting. As the cross 
slowly burned, the pickets and those in attendance at the 
NKKKK Rally slowly dispersed in small groups, and by 10:00 PM, 
the crowd was dissipated. At 10:15 PM, the area was considered 
secured, and law enforcement officers departed. 

On Sunday, August 22, 1965 # the registration for 
new NKKKK members commenced at the same site at approximately 
8:00 AM and was closed at approximately 5:00 PM. No speeches 
were given and the public address system had already been 
dismantled. No more than 30 to 4o cars were observed in the 
parking lot at any one time.
